1. Dl discloses a plasma generating device in which the working electrode is located near the 
gas inlet, and the ground electrodes near the emission hole. 

D2 discloses a plasma source array in which several sources are mounted in parallel. 
Accordingly, the subject-matter of Claims 1-4 is considered to be novel (Article 33(2) PCT). 

2. The closest state of the art appears to be represented by Dl. Regarding the independent 
Claim 1, the technical concept advanced over Dl is the multiple dielectric walls. Said walls 
separate the cavity into several channels, and make it possible for the gas to flow through 
said channels. Neither Dl nor D2 suggests those such channels for gas flow. Thus, Claim 1 
involves an inventive step and meets the requirement of Article 33(3) PCT. 

3. The industrial applicability of said subject-matters is self-evident. 
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
